Monday night by Chairman Fordney, 
of the committee, at the conclusion of 
an all-afternoon cession between com­ 
mittee 
members, 
Secretary 
of 
the 
Treasury 
Mellon 
and 
International 
Revenue Commissioner Blair. 
Yesterday 
detailed 
suggestion 
of 
tax revisions and eliminations, as well 
as comparative figures of yield to the 
government in revenue, 
was subm it­ 
ted to the committee by the Secretary 
of the Treasury based on actual gov­ 
ernm ent expenses for the year ending 
December 
31, 1921. 
This Chairman 
Fordney has promised to make public 
so that the general public may have a 
comprehensive idea 
of the situation 
confronting the committee. 
Estim ates 
submitted 
to the com­ 
mittee indicate th a t the revenue 
bill 
will have to produce 
funds sufficient 
to 
meet at least 
$3,800,000,000 
ex­ 
penditures. which is the minimum esti­ 
m ate. 
The maximum estim ate of ex­ 
penditures is past 
the $4,600,060,000 
m a rk . 
Chairman Fordney wjas emphatic en 
one point 
Monday night. 
T hat 
was 
th a t the committee was giving 
much 
thought on what to do in the m atter ol 
tax revision. 
He indicated 
th a t the revision 
in 
the statem ent submitted Monday 
by 
Mr. Mellon 
would materially affect 
many of the figures offered 
and was 
loath bo go into details about the ses­ 
sion, which was behind closed doors. 
Hope* to Reduce Taxation 
“ Much depends on the getting away 
from the necessity 
of taking 
money 
from the T reasury for railroads and 
other purposes” explained M r. Ford­ 
ney. “ But 
we really hope 
to reduce 
the taxation burden by at least $500, 
000,000,” he added. 
The Secretary of the Treasury sub­ 
mitted a number of suggestions and 
showed how 
they would provide 
re­ 
venue . 
The excess profits tax is being eli 
minated from 
consideration 
at 
the 
present time, and all the calculations 
are on the basis of th a t elimination. 
M r. Mellon suggested the elimination 
of the higher brackets in the income 
tax 
rates, so 
th a t with the 
normal 
tax of eight per 
cent no corporation 
tax would be g reater than 40 per cent. 
A t the present time it mounts as high 


as 76 per cent. 
His testimony contemplated a re ­ 
vision of the 
lower surtaxes and 
a 
fiat tax of 15 per cent on corporation 
stock tax. 
Urge* Increase in Postage 
He recommended 
th a t first 
class 
postage be increased 
to three cents, 
and that the postal 
c^rd rate be 
in­ 
creased to two c e n ts. 
Also he pointed out th a t an increase 
in the cigar, cigaret and tobacco tax 
would yield another $100,000,000 an­ 
nually. 
He also advocated a two-cent 
stam p tax 
on checks as a means 
of 
providing additional revenue.
